| have provided third party grades for coins that have been certified, and my own opinion as to EAC 
grading on ALL coins. EAC grading is subjective, but | do have 25+ years of experience and | try to 
assign grades that are conservative and that most EAC-graders would agree with.

How often have you thought about running over your cell phone with your car, 
smashing your computer with a baseball bat, and kissing your passwords goodbye? 


Every day? | know | have had many moments myself when | have dreamt of 
returning to simpler times. No, | don’t want to change a hundred passwords every 30 
days. No, | will not be using your app today. No, | do not want to send you my bank 
account information because | have won the national lottery of Nigeria. No, | would 
not like to enroll in three-factor authentication using a retina scan. What | WOULD 
like is for all those things to go back to sleep, so that | can come alive in my own life 
enjoying God, family, friends, and country. | would like to spend my time doing what | 
enjoy doing, and fulfilling who | am called to be. Simple. Fulfilling. Peaceful. 


Is it possible for that sort of peace, even in today’s crazy world that is becoming 
more and more digital? More and more accelerated? More and more vulnerable? 
More and more connected but at the same time, even more isolated? In aword: YES! 


The New Cumberland Collection was formed in just that type of environment, by a 
simple and humble man named Ken Myers, Jr., who lives in, you guessed it: New 
Cumberland, Pennsylvania. Ken does not have a cell phone. He does not have a 
computer. He does not have an email address. He does not have passwords. He is 
not connected by every app to every person on the planet, letting them know what 
he had for lunch today. He lives a simple life and enjoys the things that he loves, such 
as working in the public school system, reading, interacting with family and friends, 
helping his neighbors, and of course, COINS! 


Ken’s journey began like most of ours, as a young kid with blue Whitman albums. 
Sometime in the mid-1970’s, he met Bob Mitgang of Double Eagle Coins. Turns out, 
Bob’s shop was just a few blocks away from Ken’s home. Talk about convenience! 
Ken purchased his first early date large cent from Bob, and Bob helped Ken locate a 
copy of William Sheldon’s “Penny Whimsy” book. And the rest is history! 


Bob left the area around 1977-1978, but that coin shop void was soon filled by 
Dale and Scott Rishel, a father-son team who formed D&S Coins in 1983. Fortunately 
for Ken, the D&S Shop was even closer than Bob’s old shop! The father, Dale, was the 
main proprietor, and he would regularly attend shows all over the country, trying to 
locate Sheldon varieties for Ken. Dale often sourced those through EAC-specialty 
dealers, such as Chris Victor-McCawley, Tom Reynolds, Doug Bird, and Chris Young. 
After every coin show, Ken would walk the block to D&S Coins, anxious to see what 
Dale had come home with. 


And slowly, steadily, Ken managed to achieve what only a dozen or two other folks 
had managed to accomplish: a complete set of 1793-1814 early date United States 
large cents by Sheldon variety, plus a good number of non-collectible varieties, too. 


The Harrisburg coin show was where Ken met Jim Long of JEL Coins in Baltimore, 
Maryland, one of my favorite characters in the coin business. “James Edgar Long Jr. 
Esquire” as | lovingly call him! Going to shows certainly had its advantages for Ken, 
and | am a strong believer that those advantages are still there for all of us today. 
Even those of us that are supposedly “connected”: there is just something about 
going to a coin show that cannot be replicated except by being there. Anyway, Jim 
helped Ken add several varieties to his collection, and he also helped Ken join EAC, as 
member #2181 in the 1980’s. 


Although Ken does not have a computer, one of his cousins does, and through her, 
Ken stumbled upon me around 2012. Ultimately, Ken purchased 16 of his coins from 
me, including most of the ultra-rare varieties, including S-15, S-16, S-33, S-37, S-79, 
and S-80. As it turns out, we added the most expensive coin in Ken’s collection, the 
Sheldon 79, on Ken’s 60th birthday! Ultimately, | was honored to help Ken complete 
his collection in May of 2022 with the purchase of the 1794 S-37 from the Ralph 
Rucker collection, via Chris Victor McCawley. So, a journey that began in the late 
1970’s was finished nearly 50 years later in 2022. Slow and steady wins the race. The 
tortoise always wins! 


So where does that leave us today? Dale at D&S Coins is still active, although he no 
longer travels the show circuit. Ken is very healthy, still working for the school system, 
and still collecting coins. This was not a forced sale due to health or finances, simply a 
change of season as the completion of the early date Sheldon’s has now transitioned 
into the pursuit of the middle date Newcomb’s. And certainly, he will be sitting 
quietly at home, NOT connected to the electronic world, enjoying his copy of THIS 
catalog. 


Finally, many of you have likely looked at “The Score” and wondered who Ken 
Myers is. Nobody seems to know. But now you do: he is “THE NEW CUMBERLAND 
COLLECTION!” 


Special thanks to Dale Fishel at D&S Coins. Fully 262 out of the 319 coins in this 
collection were purchased through D&S, and, incredibly, that is 82% of the 
collection. Dale: on behalf of Ken, THANK YOU for helping Ken achieve this 
incredible goal!

1793 S-1 


NCC-001: 1793 S-1 Chain Cent, AMERI. Reverse, R4, PCGS AG3 CAC, EAC AG3 Choice. What a great way to kick off this collection with 
a CHOICE coin! Solid AG3 on both sides, with the obverse showing at least 75% of LIBERTY, a fully outlined portrait including plenty of 
facial and hair definition, but no trace of the date. The reverse is perfectly matched, with a bold chain, weaker ONE CENT, and most of 
the legend including AMERI and the period still visible. Smooth surfaces, bold vine & bars edge, completely original glossy medium 
brown color: simply a fantastic example, with details certainly stronger in hand. EDS with no trace of reverse crack or cud above TAT. 
PCGS AG3 CAC Chain AMERI. S-1 New Cumberland Collection #35432.03/47954233. Ex-D&S Coins 07/21/95. 


1793 S-2 $8,850 


NCC-002: 1793 S-2 Chain Cent, AMERICA Reverse, R4+, PCGS VG Details, EAC F12 net G5. PCGS VG Details Devices Engraved, and the 
engraving is obvious at the 1 in the date which was crudely strengthened. The rest of the date is strong. There is additional damage in 
the form of several light digs on the portrait, plus some slightly deeper nicks on the reverse. On the plus side, the details approach 
F12, the color is an attractive milk chocolate brown, and the date is clear. Positive eye appeal despite the defects and a "darn" coin as 
opposed to a "yuck" coin. My EAC grade is F12 net G5 which matches the grade assigned by Tom Reynolds whose trademark yellow 
envelope remains with the coin. PCGS VG Detail Devices Engraved S-2 AMERICA New Cumberland Collection #35435.98/47954234.

NCC-003: 1793 S-3 Chain Cent, AMERICA Reverse, R3-, PCGS VG Details, EAC VG8 net G4. PCGS says VG Details Environmental 
Damage, which takes the form of a universally micro-rough planchet with a somewhat mushy appearance and a swatch of barely 
lighter color on the obverse from an old rub. The details are certainly VG8 with full LIBERTY, outlined portrait with some hair 
separation, and a faintly readable date on the obverse, along with an evenly-struck and well-centered reverse. A glass reveals a mark 
or two on each side, but overall the surfaces and eye appeal are decent, and the readable date is a big plus. My EAC grade is VG8 net 
G4. PCGS VG Detail Environmental Damage S-3 AMERICA New Cumberland Collection #35438.97/47954235. Ex-D&S Coins 07/30/96. 


1793 S-4 $7,750 


NCC-004: 1793 S-4 Chain Cent, AMERICA Reverse with Periods Obverse, R3, PCGS VG Details, EAC VG8 net G4. PCGS VG Detail Damage, and 
that damage is quite minor in the form of some light pitting on the obverse at K10 and along the lower rim, plus a few very minor planchet 
flaws or cuts on the reverse extending diagonally upward and downward from the chain. The obverse features a particularly bold LIBERTY and 
the period after is visible, along with a fully outlined portrait showing some facial detail and hair separation. The top half of the date is easily 
visible, although the period after the date is not. The reverse is a grade stronger as often seen and with all details plainly visible. The vine and 
bars edge device is bold, and the color is an attractive and original medium brown. My EAC grade is VG8 net G4. PCGS VG Detail Damage S-4 
Periods New Cumberland Collection #35444.98/47954236. Ex-D&S Coins 04/06/90.

1793 S-5 $3,450 


NCC-005: 1793 S-5 Wreath Cent, Vine and Bars Edge, R4, EAC VF20 net VG10. Sharpness easily VF20, but the coin is evenly corroded 
with a very dark brown (nearly black) color which suggests a possible ground recovery. The obverse features a bold large LIBERTY (this 
is the only variety with that feature with LIBERTY the larger size as seen on the chain cents), a well-detailed portrait with tons of hair 
and facial definition, and a very strong date. The reverse is equally matched, with all details bold, even the beaded border. Mostly 
dark brown with some patches of maroon and green, especially on the reverse, but the overall look in hand is nicer and lighter color 
than what you see in the photos. My EAC grade is VF20 net VG10. Ex-D&S Coins 07/20/93. 


1793 S-6 $2,750 


NCC-006: 1793 S-6 Wreath Cent, Vine and Bars Edge, R3, EAC VF20 net VG8. Very similar to the previous S-5 with lighter overall color 
but with slightly more maroon corrosion. Most likely this was another ground recovery piece, with evenly eroded surfaces yet very 
strong details. Everything is plainly visible on the obverse including a strong date, and the portrait shows plenty of hair separation. 
The reverse is equally matched, but the maroon corrosion is one degree heavier on this side. Despite the roughness, nearly every 
single bead in the reverse border remains clear. Certainly, a below-average coin, but the strong details and bold date are redeeming 
features. My EAC grade is VF20 net VG8. Ex-D&S Coins 11/10/93.

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1793 S-7 $4,650 


NCC-007: 1793 S-7 Wreath Cent, Vine and Bars Edge, R6-, PCGS AG Detail, EAC FR2. PCGS AG Detail Environmental Damage, which presents 
as light even roughness which gives the coin a very dark brown color and slightly mushy surfaces. Additionally, there are a few tiny chips out 
of the obverse rim at K10. LIBERTY is faintly visible and the portrait is fully-outlined, but the date is worn smooth. Fortunately, the diagnostic 
unique leaf sprig remains bold, which makes it quite easy to attribute this as the rare S-7 variety. Comes with Tom Reynolds’ yellow envelope 
graded G6/AG3 net AG3+, but my EAC grade is slightly lower at AG3+ net FR2. Unrecorded in Numistudy V6 but compares quite evenly with 
the other coins that Noyes considers to be FR2. PCGS AG Detail Environmental Damage S-7 Vine and Bars Edge New Cumberland Collection 
#35453.97/47954237. Ex-Tom Reynolds as G6/AG3 net AG3+; Shawn A. Yancey 10/07/17. 


1793 S-8 $5,950 


NCC-008: 1793 S-8 Wreath Cent, Vine and Bars Edge, R3, PCGS and EAC VG8. PCGS VG8, and a beautiful, original example with bold 
details and fantastic dark chocolate brown color. Full LIBERTY and a well-defined portrait including full facial details, plus lots of hair 
separation. The date is bold and the obverse is mostly mark-free other than a shallow, dull horizontal scuff in front of the neck. The 
reverse is perfectly matched in terms of detail and color, and nicks are hard to spot without a strong glass or enlarged photos. The 
vine and bars edge device is bold and the eye appeal of this coin is terrific. My EAC grade matches the PCGS grade of VG8. PCGS VG8 
S-8 Vine and Bars Edge New Cumberland Collection #35456.08/47954238. Ex-D&S Coins 04/20/90.

NCC-009: 1793 S-9 Wreath Cent, Vine and Bars Edge, R2, EAC F12 net VG7. A beautiful, original example with bold F12 details and a 
pretty cameo appearance from dark chocolate brown fields and lighter peanut butter tan brown highpoints. This one would be very 
close to grading at PCGS: | think they would overlook the minor rim bumps, but | believe the two horizontal scratches at the center of 
the reverse would disqualify this coin from grading. Full LIBERTY, portrait definition, date, and reverse details, plus a cool die crack 
from CA into the fraction on the reverse. If you prefer raw coins or need a 1793 Wreath cent for an album coin, then this one is a 
wonderful choice. My EAC grade is F12 net VG7. Ex-Bob Mitgang circa 1977-1978. 


1793 S-10 $2,350 


NCC-010: 1793 S-10 Wreath Cent, Vine and Bars Edge, R4, EAC G4 net AG3+. A mostly smooth medium glossy brown example with 
nice color, surfaces, and eye appeal. The surfaces are not perfectly smooth, with just a subtle hint of granularity, yet | suspect this coin 
would have a chance of grading AG3 outright. The only mark of consequence is a tiny dig near the right wreath stem. Every detail is 
visible on both sides, including the date and the vine and bars edge, although rotation beneath a good light makes those details even 
stronger. That light also confirms that the date is full to the naked eye, a nice bonus for a low-grade example. My EAC grade is G4 net 
AG3+. Ex-D&S Coins 01/09/90.

NCC-011: 1793 S-11a Wreath Cent, Vine and Bars Edge, R4+, EAC G5/AG3 net AG3. The obverse is easily G5 with full LIBERTY, 
portrait, and readable date, while the reverse is bit weaker at AG3. The entire coin is evenly and moderately grainy, which gives the 
coin a dull dark brown color and a somewhat blurry appearance. Rotating under a light helps bring out the details, including the date 
which becomes nearly fully readable. The vine and bars edge device is strong, which along with the diagnostic leaf stem confirms this 
as the tougher S-11a variety, which is R4+. Not perfect, but a suitable coin for the variety and the legible date is a nice plus. My EAC 


grade is G5/AG3 net AG3. Ex-D&S Coins via Jim Long 03/03/05. 


1793 S-11b $2,350 


NCC-012: 1793 S-11b Wreath Cent, Lettered Edge, R4, EAC G5 net AG3+. Great color with glossy medium brown surfaces. The details 
are easily G5, but there is an as-struck planchet flaw that bisects the lower obverse horizontally. The obverse features a full LIBERTY, 
full portrait, and a readable date, while the reverse is about 75% visible. The lettered edge is also strong, including the double leaves 
after DOLLAR. There are two Lettered Edge Wreath Cent varieties, with this S-11b being the tougher one at R4 while the more 
common S-11c is considered R3-. This is a very nice low-grade example, and the readable date and good color are two big positives. 
My EAC grade is G5 net AG3+. Ex-D&S Coins 04/04/95.

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1793 S-1ic $3,450 


NCC-013: 1793 S-11c Wreath Cent, Lettered Edge, R3-, EAC VG8 net G6. Here we have another “darn” coin because at first glance it 
looks amazing, but then a strong glass and my large photos reveal that the hair has been lightly re-engraved on the obverse. Although 
plainly visible in my photos, the re-engraving is quite subtle in hand, and the minor pitting that you see is not nearly as strong. The 
lettered edge is bold, including the single leaf after DOLLAR. This is the more common of the two Lettered Edge Wreath Cent varieties. 
Take my word for it: whoever gets this wonderful coin will be VERY pleased when you see it in person! Comes with Tom Reynolds’ 
yellow envelope as VG8 net G6, and my EAC grade exactly matches Tom’s assessment. Ex-D&S Coins via Tom Reynolds 05/14/99. 


1793 S-12 $14,950 


NCC-014: 1793 S-12 Liberty Cap, R6-, PCGS VG Details, EAC VG8+ net G5. PCGS as VG Details Exc. Corrosion. That damage manifests 
as evenly rough surfaces on both sides, slightly deeper around the hair but certainly NOT excessive, plus an assortment of minor 
contact marks, the most notable of which is an obverse rim bump at K5 and a dull dent near the chin. Details are strong VG: you can 
make out most of the beaded border on the obverse, while every single bead is bold on the reverse. Typical swelling at reverse center 
makes ONE CENT weak, but the date is in-your-face bold and the S-12 attribution is quite easy. There are 29 examples recorded in 
Numistudy V6, but this isn’t one of them! Looking at the known examples, this should be net G5 and one of the top 18 coins for this 
tough variety. PCGS VG Detail Exc. Corrosion S-12 Liberty Cap #35486.97/47951241. Ex-Jim Long 03/26/12.

NCC-015: 1793 S-13 Liberty Cap, R4, PCGS Fine Details, EAC F12 net G6. PCGS says Fine Details Environmental Damage. Sharpness F12 but 
with minor roughness throughout. Fortunately, the color is an attractive glossy peanut butter tan brown with some darker chocolate toning 
underneath, and the eye appeal is positive despite the minor roughness. The obverse features a bold LIBERTY, a strong portrait with full facial 
and plenty of hair details, a full bold date, and nearly every single bead is visible in the border. The reverse is even stronger, close to VF20, 
with everything bold including those border beads. The only mark is a faint, shallow scratch starting in front of the nose and extending 
diagonally downward towards the pole. Unlisted in Numistudy V6; my EAC grade is F12 net G6. PCGS Fine Detail Environmental Damage S-13 
Liberty Cap New Cumberland Collection #35489.97/47954239. Ex-D&S Coins 01/15/93. 


1793 S-14 $8,850 


NCC-016: 1793 S-14 Liberty Cap, R5-, PCGS Good Details, EAC G6 net G4. From the Dr. Roy Sturgeon collection, sold by Bowers & Merena on 
01/08/02 as lot #72 and described as: "1793 S-14, Breen-17, Rarity-5-. Liberty Cap. G-4. Sharpness of VG-7 or so, finely pitted surfaces. 
Please medium brown with good eye appeal. Rim scrape near 12:00 on the reverse noted for accuracy. Good detail on obverse and reverse, 
with Liberty's expression and smile still intact. LIBERTY is bold though the date is quite weak." Under a light, | can make out much of the date, 
and the dark chocolate brown surfaces show only MINOR roughness. The bisecting obverse die crack is clear. Quite nice, and | suspect this 
coin was very close to straight grading as G4. My EAC grade is G6 net G4. PCGS Good Details Env. Damage S-14 Liberty Cap New Cumberland 
Collection #35492.97/47954240. Ex-Dr. Roy Sturgeon; Bowers & Merena 01/08/02:72:G4:51610; Doug Bird; D&S Coins 02/28/02.

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1793 S-15 $49,500 


NCC-017: 1793 S-15 Liberty Cap, “The Aristocrat”, R7-, PCGS AG3, EAC FR2, CC#11 of just 13 known examples. From the 
Jules Reiver collection, sold by Heritage on 01/24/06 as lot #19171, where it was described as: “Extremely Rare 1793 S-15 
Liberty Cap Cent. 1793 1C Liberty Cap. S-15, B-22, Low R.7--Damaged--NCS. Good Details. Fair 2 EAC. Just 12 examples of 
this rarity are known, placing it behind only the NC-6 as the rarest of the 1793 Liberty Cap Cents. The Reiver Collection 
coin is tied with one other example as the most affordable of all 12 coins known. Both sides of this pleasing medium 
brown coin have old, blended surface scratches and minor dents. While this coin is damaged, as described by NCS, it is a 
highly desirable and pleasing example of an extremely rare variety. Del Bland, who prepared the Condition Census used in 
Walter Breen's Large Cent Encyclopedia, traced this coin back to a Henry Chapman sale held in 1915, with the next entry 
being its unattributed appearance when it was acquired by Herb Silberman. As there was no illustration in the 1915 
catalog, we are not certain how Mr. Bland determined that these offerings were the same coin.
